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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not show or fairly suggest the claimed invention of a laser 
beam shaper to shape asymmetrical laser light beams having the claimed structure and 
claimed limitations, wherein a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 would be improper. 
Please particularly note the combination of claimed elements and claimed limitations, 
including as recited on claim 14 (only independent claim), a laser beam shaper to shape 
asymmetrical laser light beams generated by a light source in slow and fast axis 
directions, the slow axis being in a plane of a p-n junction of the beams, and the fast 
axis being in a plane perpendicular to the plane of the p-n junction of the beams, the 
laser beam shaper comprising: a first focusing element comprising an a cylindrical lens 
located at a distance from the light source such that the beams in the direction of the 
fast axis are imaged directly onto an output plain of a beam shaper element; a first 
multi-segment element comprising a multi-edged prism, wherein surface segments of 
the first multi-segment element refract the asymmetrical light beams such that the 
refracted beams propagate non-uniformly in the direction of the fast and slow axis 
without overlapping with one another; and a second multi-segment element comprising 
a set of glass plates having input and output surfaces, wherein the first and second 
multi-segment elements separate and redistribute the light beams, and image the light 
source, in the direction of the slow axis. 
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Therefore, in light of the Applicants' arguments and/or amendments, the claimed 
invention is considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and nonobvious 
over the prior art.
